Paris, April 18.—2:15 p. m.—Important progress was made last 
night for the French in their attack east of Soissons. The war office 
announces the capture of Chavonne and Chivy.

The Germans made three desperate counter attacks in the Cham- 
pagne last night. They were checked by the French, who inflicted 
heavy losses on the attacking troops. Since Monday the French have 
captured upward of 14,000 unwounded Germans. In the Champagne 
large numbers of machine guns and trench mortars have been cap- 
tured and also 12 cannon, including three of large calibre.

THEORY o r SALUTES IS DISCOUNTED 


Boston, April 18.—Reports of heavy gim fire at the entrance of 
Massachusetts bay sent a thrill along the coast today. Three coait 
gfuard stations on Cape Cod successively reported to the navy yard ! 
here that they had counted distinct and repeated guns from the nortlt 
and northeast of the tip of the cape. 


It was believed at the navy yard that American vessels were en- 
gaged with the enemy. Inside the cape a heavy fog hung over the 
waters, but outside the weather was calm and a gentle breeze was 
blowing. No war ship was sighted by the three stations and after 30 
minutes the firing ceased. 


It was suggested that ships of 
the allies which are constantly on 
patrol duty might have come up 
with friendly warships and salutes 
exchanged. 
However, naval men 
could not understand warships on 
active duty betraying their loca- 
tion through naval etiquette. They 
believed there was no saluting 
unless pre-arranged and of which 
there was no knowledge at the 
navy yard. 


Subsequent attempts to learn some- 
thing more definite failed and an ex- 
planatioa of the firing awaited reports 
from war vessels in the vicinity. Mean- 
time steps were taken to meet 
any 
emex'gency. 
The navy yard had no in- 
formation except that received f r o m 
the coast guard stations.

OP TILLAGE 


(Continued From Page 1.) 


What the Secretary Says. 


"We have, as you doubtless know," 
Secretary Lane wrote, "a little more 
than seven hundred thousand acres of 
land within our reclamation projects 
upon which water may be placed this 
season. 
The proposed bill is one by 
which all of the private 
and 
public 
lands upon the reclamation projects 
can be utilized. 
This, I hope, can be 
done in a wholesale way, by the creat- 
ing of an equipped and mobile organi- 
zation of farm labor. 
In every one of 
our projects—as in every county in 
the United States—there are consid- 
erable bodies of idle tracts. 
Some of 
the tracts are lying idle because of lack 
of farm implements and capital. Our 
hope i.s that all of these acres may be 
impressed 
immediately into 
federal 
service, that to each one project thei-e 
be organized, at once, a war mainte- 
nance corps, the business of which it 
will be to se?that all idle acres are put 
to use and that all farm labor acts so 
far as practical as a unit. 
Each com- 
pany in this maintenance corps should 
have as many gangpiows and harrows 
and seeders as can be bought or bor- 
rowed. 


Would Organize Farmers. 


"Around these implements the farm- 
ers should be organized just as they are 
organized around a field gun and each 
of these companies should move from 
field to field until the land allotted to 
it in the project has been plowed and 
planted. 
In this way, with adequate 
machinery and competent farmers one 
man can do the work of twenty or 
more in a day. The farmers who have 
been doing their own plowing and 
planting upon their own farms c^an, by 
acting with such a corps, not only 
have their own lands cultivated but 
can bring under cultivation the lands 
of their neighbors. 
If the farmers are 
organized in this way, with proper ma- 
chinery at their disposal, I can see no 
need of a shortage in farm labor. 


Have Community Tractors. 


"The well-to-do farmer who has a 
tractor should see that that tractor is 
turned into a community machine. 
By 
proper organization, farm work can 
be done just as systematically as the 
work of road building or trench fight- 
ing. 
We should have at our di.sposal 
enough money to pay wages and buy 
seed. 
The mass of the farmers in the 
corps could be repaid for their work 
by having their own farms cultivated. 
The men could be moved with their 
machines from farm to farm in camps, 
after the western fashion in harvest- 
ing time, or they could be brought to 
and taken from their work when at 
long distances by automobile. 
In- 
stead of having the farmers compete 
with each other for their farm labor 
and for seed, by this means each pro- 
ject can be organized into a co-opera- 
tive commonwealth for the purpose of 
producing the greatest possible amount 
of food with which to support our own 
people and help those who are our al- 
lies. 
Such an organization should be 
maintained 
throughout 
the 
season. 
Harvesting should be done in the same 
way. 


Right to Use Private I^and. 


"The first 
step 
after organization 
should be the securing the right to use 
all such private land 
as 
is 
unused. 
Compensation for this should be paid 
on the basis of a percentage of the 
yield, whatever the standard for such 
return in the neighborhood may be. 
Each man might bear upon his arm 
some evidence of the public work thai 
he is engaged in, perhaps, a ribbon on 
which was printed United States main- 
tenance corps. 


"Your bill repres3nts the beginning 
of a campaign against the holding of 
lands out of use.

Those 
who do not work to produce foo dwill share in this benefit almost 
equally Avith those who do—the difference being merely that those 
who do work wdll have what they produce at the bare cost of produc- 
tion in initial expenditure and the labor applied. 


Those who do not work will be benefited greatly by the toil of 
those who devote themselves to the national cause. There are many, 
of course, who for one reason or another will be denied any opportun- 
ity to engage in food production even upon the narrowest scale, 
[Workers in many lines can render greater service to their country in 
ways that "will keep them from the soil. But there are millions upon 
Xnillions of people Avho can add something to the nation's store of food 
i—men and women who never have done anything of the sort because 
never before have they been brought face to face with any necessi- 
ties of the kind. 


There ought to be no slackers in this national service any more 
than there should be slackers in militaiy service. All who can add 
something to the measures of relief against a shortage of food owe it 
r.o themselves just as they owe it to their country to do what they can. 
And these should keep in mind the bed-rock fact that here is a great 
opportimity for service—essentially patriotic service—that lays no 
tribute upon them. It will cost them nothing but a little time devoted 
each day to a labor that all will be much the better in every way for 
having done. 


Fort Wayne offers many advantages to the people here who are 
willing to assist the movement for more food. In the city's environs 
are many acres of unused land that can be made highly productive. 
There are thousands of homes oAvned by the persons who occupy them 
where profitable kitchen gardens can be cultivated. The employment 
of all this ground for the growing of food can have only a good re- 
sult. Hundreds already have made or are making arrangements to en- 
list in this branch of tha nation's service. Thousands more ought to 
enlist.

Now Give Us an Army. 


With little delay attended by a minimum of talk and no disposi- 
tion anywhere manifest to withhold support, congress has voted to 
the government war credits of seven billions. No other nation in his- 
tory has ever poured into the capacious maw of war at one time a sum 
equal to this. It is notice to America's foes and to all the world be- 
side that this nation is able and ready to employ without stint its vast 
resources of wealth for the country's defense and the advancement of 
democracy. Congress has acquitted itself admirably. 


Now if congress will perform with equal credit to itself in making 
it possible for the nation to employ its vast man power for the national 
defense, America's part in this war will beborne with credit and honor. 
The United States cannot fight without fighting-men. W^must have 
an army. That army must be large, it must be trained, it must be 
equipped, it must be amenable to service anywhere on the earth that 
it can best advance the military interests of the government. 


In every war in which this nation has been engaged the volunteer 
system has broken down. It is breaking do\vn in this war. Volunteer 
enlistments are far below the requirements to bring the regulars and 
the national guards up to war strength. The law must make an ade- 
quate army^a surety. The law must impose the duty that too many are 
irCiady if left to themselves to slack. The thing cannot h e l p being clear

The conduct of affairs in this country 
is determined by the majority of those 
of our people who have been 
given 
the right Jo vote. 
The majority rules, 
and if one candidate receives one more 
vote than another he is elected and 
the minority must abide by the de- 
cision. 
So strongly is the idea of ma- 
jority rule 
flxed 
a m o n g 
our 
people 
that the result of an election is ac- 
cepted peacefully unless there is evi- 
dence of gross fraud. 


But how is tne voting population de- 
termined? 
Who gives the privilege to 
vote to certain people and keeps the 
privilege f r o m others? 
The privilege 
Is conferred by the people themselves 
in their constitution and theoretically 
at least the people single out that part 
of the population which is best 
fitted 
to exercise the suffrage and confer the 
privilege upon them. 
Some are 
ex- 
cluded expressly because they are not 
deemed fit. 


If we could imagine all the people 
of the state assembled 
together 
we 
would probably find them 
reasoning 
on the question "who should 
vote"? 
about like this: 
They would 
agree 
that insane, and otherwise 
demented 
people should not vote because they 
would not be responsible. 
They would 
next exclude criminals because 
they 
are not fit voters 
if 
they 
willingly 
break the laws. 
They would exclude 
children because they would be im- 
m a t u r e in Judgment. 
They would ex- 
clude paupers who are supported 
at 
public expense because they are wards 
of the state. 
They 
might 
exclude 
other classes who were deemed to be 
too ignorant because of their 
and they might go so f a r as to ex- 
clude women as 
they 
did 
in 
most 
states. 
There would be left then the 
men who are not of any of the classes 
excluded. 
They would 
expect 
these 
men to be citizens of the country be- 
cause it would be no business of 
a 
m a n to take part in governing a state 
of which he was not a citizen. 


The duty of the history of suffrage 
brings us to the same point but the 
result was not accomplished by gen- 
eral agreement of all the people of a 
state. 
W e got our suffrage institu- 
tions f r o m England. 
In the beginning 
the king controlled. 
He gave the peo- 
ple no part in government. 
Then suf- 
f r a g e was extended to selected classes 
of 
men. 
Gradually 
the 
vote 
was 
granted to 'more and m o r e classes of 
men until universal manhood suffrage 
prevailed. 
W h e n the colonies became 
independent they extended the 
suf- 
frage, some adopting 
full 
manhood 
suffrage and others restricting it by 
religious tests, property tests and edu- 
cational tests. 
Step by step these re- 
strictions have been removed and the 
suffrage widened. 
Today the women 
vote in nearly every state for some of- 
ficers 
and upon some questions. 
In 
eleven states they vote on the same 
conditions as m e n and in two states, 
Indiana and Illinois, they vote for the 
larger p a r t of the officers but not all. 


Probably we have now reached the 
limit of suffrage grants. 
There 
are 
no more classes to be enfranchised and 
the century long struggle Is about to 
be closed by 
the 
complete 
e n f r a n - 
chisement of women. 
In 
all 
prob- 
ability we shall not lower the age limit. 
No one demands that we shall g r a n t 
the right to vote to any of the defec- 
tive classes now excluded. 
W e have in 
Indiana 
permitted 
foreigners, 
who 
have declared their intentions to be- 
come citizens to vote. 
T h a t is, the ex- 
treme 
limit of liberality which 
we 
shall doubtless w a n t to restrict r a t h e r 
than enlarge. 
So we have completed 
the enfranchisement of 
the 
race 
so 
far as it is poBBlble to go and 
that 
chapter will be closed in Indiana when 
full suffrage li granted to women. Per- 
haps W0 should make some restric- 
tions>ut that matter will be dtsoutM« 
latet e a , • 


The conditions of full suffrage in 
Indiana are these: 
1. 
Sex—^A voter must be a male citi- 
zen ©r a male foreigner who has 
declared his-intentions. 


2. 
Age—Every voter must be at least 
21 years of age. 


3. 
Residence—Every voter must have 
resided in the state 
six 
months 
and in the township sixty 
days 
and in the ward or precinct thir- 
ty days. 
Foreigners must, in 
ad- 
dition, have resided in the United 
States one year. 


4. 
Registration—Every voter must be 
registered 
according 
to law. 
At 
present the law requires him 
to 
register a t the office of the board 
of registration at the court house 
of his county 
at 
least 
twenty- 
nine 
days 
before 
election. 
H e 
may go in person and be regis- 
tered or 
send 
his sworn 
state- 
ment to the board. 
The registra- 
tion offices are 
open 
every 
day 
for six months before a regular 
election. 
For the special consti- 
tutional 
convention 
election 
the 
registration office is 
open 
f r o m 
J u n e 20 to August 19 of this year. | 


6. 
Exclusions—Any person who 
fights 
a duel, challenges for a duel or 
carries a challenge may not vote. 
The legislature m a y deprive per- I 
sons convicted 
of crime 
of 
the | 
right to vote. 
Such 
laws 
have 
been passed. 


These provisions for voting are flxed 
by the constitution and can not 
be 
changed except by changing the con- 
stitution. 
They are rights which are 
conferred upon the voters and 
m a y 
not be taken 
away. 
To 
safeguard 
themselves against arbitrary interfer- 
ence in the exercise of these rights the 
constitution declares that electors shall 
be free f r o m arrest "in going to elec- 
tions, during their attendance 
there, 
and in returning f r o m the s a m e " ex- 
cept in cases of murder, treason, or 
breach of the peace. 


F r o m the experience under the suf- 
frage provisions the following propos- 
als for changes have been m a d e : 
1. Limit the right of suffrage to citi- 


zens of the United States instead 
of permitting a foreigner to vote 
who has merely declared his in- 
tentions. 
This 
would 
deprive 
about 50,000 foreigners at present 
of their right to vote. 


2. Make It optional to have registra- 


tion only In places where it is 
needed. 
I t Is argued with t r u t h 
t h a t registration is not needed In 
r u r a l 
communities 
where 
every 
one knows every one else and that 
It is needed in population centers , 
where voters a r e voted f r a u d u - ! 
lently under 
fictitious 
names. 
At 
present it is claimed that the same 
kind of regulation must be had 
everywhere in the state regardless 
of the need.

3. Give full suffrage to women. 
i 


4. Establish an educational test. 
5. Require the payment of a poll tax ; 


or other tax as a prerequisite for : 
voting. 


These subjects will be discussed in 
the two next chapters. 
There still re- 
mains to be discussed in this chapter 
the very important m a t t e r of natural- 
ization because upon it depends 
the 
voting rights of our foreign population. 
At present we require t h e declaration 
of intentions to become a citizen.

minor children of a m a n who h a s de- 
clared his intentions need not a f t e r - 
wards m a k e such a declaration to be- 
come citizens. In Indiana this declara- 
tion gives the alien the right to vote 
if he has resided in the United States 
one year and h a s the requirements ior 
voting required of citizens. 
To con- 
tinue to vote the alien need not over 
become a citizen. 
Afetr declaring hia 
intentions he m a y vote forever in this 
state. 


To become a citizen the alien must 
live in the United States five years a n d 
in the state one year and a t least two 
years 
must 
have 
elapsed 
since 
his 
declaration 
of 
Intentions 
was 
filed. 
Citizenship is obtained upon the pre- 
sentation of a petition to a 
state 
or 
federal court where he resides, show- 
ing the facts about his past histoiT. 
when he came to this county, etc. 
H e 
must swear t h a t he Is not a n anarchist 
or a polygamlst and that he renounces 
a n y foreign allegiance. 
The 
petitmn 
must be verified by two credible wit- 
nesses who a r e citizens of the United 
States and who will vouch f o r the facts 
in the petition. 
Single women may be 
naturalized the same as m e n but the 
wife of an alien m a y not become a citi-

Fargo, N. D., April 18.—A political 
movement started 
"by 
a 
bunch of 
rubes" in North Dakota now bids fair 
to have a presidential 
candidate 
In 
the field in 1920 and capture the elec- 
toral vote of eight or ten states. 


When the 
Nonpartisan 
league of 
f a r m e r s was organized in North Da- 
kota in 1915 it was looked upon as a 
boob movement. 


Now the league is in control of the 
government of thi.i state and is rap- 
idly and successfully organizing South 
Dakota, 
Minnesota 
and 
Montana, 
from 
national 
headquarters 
which 
were moved to St. Paul several months 
ago. 


The league is "going" in these three 
states even 
better 
than 
it went 
in 
North Dakota. 
It has nearly 100,000 
members, over half of w h o m are out- 
side of North Dakota. 


It is the intention of these f a r m e r s 
to elect candidates endorsed by them 
in all these states In the 1918 state 
elections. 


Other states are clamoring to have 
the league establish branches and take 
up the work of organization. 
Notable 
examples are Wisconsin, where a con- 
vention of f a r m e r s recently declared 
for the organization of a Nonpartisan 
league, and Idaho, where the 
State 
Federation of Agriculture invited the 
league's national headquarters to es- 
tablish a branch. 


If the league does carry the three 
other states as well aa North Dakota 
in 1918, there Is no question but that 
it will "take on" a few more states 
for the 
1920 
campaign. 
This will

London, April 18.—In the house of 
commons today unanimous approval 
was given amid cheers to the resolu- 
tion moved by Andrew 
Bonar . Law, 
chancellor of the excheequer, and sec- 
onded by former Premier Asquith ex- 
pressing appreciation of the action of 
the United States in joining the allied 
powers in war upon Germany. 


In moving in the commons this res- 
olution, identical with one moved in 
the house of 
loi-ds, Mr. Bonar 
Law 
said: 
"We deeply regret that the pi-e- 
inier is unable to be present himself to 
move the resolution. 
Not only 
the 
members of parliament, but all the 
people of the British empire and the 
allied countries welcome the new ally 
with heartfelt sympathy. 


"This is not only the greatest event 
but as I believe the turning point of 
the war. 
The new world 
has 
been 
brought in, or has stepped in, to re- 
store the balance of the old." 


FIag.s to Fly Together. 


The government today gave instruc- 
tions, Sir Alfred Mond told the house 
of commons, that 
on Friday 
when 
Ameerica's entrance into the war is to 
be celebrated, the Stars and Stripes 
should be flown beside tne Union Jack 
on as many public buildings as possi- 
ble. 


Seconding Mr. Bonar Law's resolu- 
tion e.x-Premier Asquith said: 


"It is only right and fitting that this 
hou.se, the chief representative body 
of the British empire, should at the 
earliest 
possible 
opportunity 
give 
definite 
e.xpression 
to 
the 
feelings 
which 
throughout 
the length 
and 
breadth of the empire have grown day 
by day in volume and fervor since the 
memorable decision of the president 
and congre-ss of the United States. 


Calls It Gi-eat Act. 


"I doubt 
whether 
even 
now 
the 
world realizes the full significance of 
the step America has taken. 
I do not 
use language of flattery or exagger- 
ation when I say it is one of the most 
disinterested 
acts 
in 
history. 
For 
more than 100 years it has been the 
cardinal principle of American policy 
to 
keep clear of foreign entangle- 
ments. A war such as htis must neces- 
sarily 
dislocate 
international 
com- 
merce and finance, but on the balance 
It was doing little appreciable harm to 
the material fortunes and prosperity 
of the American people." 


A resolution similar to that adopt- 
ed In the house of commons on the en- 
try of the United States into the war 
was passed unanimously in the house 
of lords this afternoon after speeches 
by 
Earl 
Curzon, 
the 
Marquis 
of 
Crewe, the archbishop of Canterbury 
and Viscount Bryce.

There will be ten 
ladies to a flag and each of them will 
carry some sort of a receptacle in which 
persons along the street may contribute 
any amount they see fit. The girls will 
walk at the extreme sides of the streets 
and everybody will be given an opportun- 
ity of doing something in a ftnancial way 
for the Red Cross movement.

WILL ñ A T Í 
THE CONDUCT OF 
ALIEN ENEMIES 


Washington, 
April 18.—All 
alien 
enemies residing within one-half mile 
of a fort camp, air-craft station, gov- 
ernment or naval vessel, navy yard, 
factory or workship for the manufac- 
ture of munitions, are required to re- 
move prior to June 1, under penalty of 
summary arrest, under Instructions is- 
sued today by the attorney general to 
United States marshals. 
Certain ex- 
ceptions may be made within well de- 
fined limitations. 
This carries out the 
terms of the president's proclamation. 
The 
attorney general's 
instructions 
also carries the enforcement of other 
regulations prescribed 
in 
the presi- 
dent's proclamation. 
Alien 
enemies 
found with forbidden articles in their 
possession after April 24, shall be ar- 
rested, except in certain cases, where 
the marshall shall be satisfied they are 
not dangerous to public safety. In cer- 
tain instances where the residences of 
aliens within the zones is deemed not 
to be against public policy, exemp- 
tions will be made to the order re- 
quiring them to move. 
All permits 
shall be revocable at any time. 


Alien enemies who tear down, mu- 
tilate, abuse, desecrate or insult the 
flag are to be regarded as "a danger 
to the public peace" and summarily- 
arrested.

Members Will March in a 
Body in Lexington 
Day Parade. 


At the regular noon meeting of the 
Rotary club held at the Cohimercial 
club Wednesday noon. Captain G. W. 
Byroade addressed the members, giv- 
ing a talk that was considered very 
much in 
keeping 
with present-day 
events by all who heard him. 
His 
talk called for unswerving loyalty and 
support on the part of all citizens. 


^A history of American wars was 
given by Capt. Byroad, showing the 
state of 
unpreparedness 
which has 
hindering the country in evei-y case. 
In the Revolutionary war the United 
States had 400,000 men all told, but 
these were coming and going all the 
time and the definite number 
was 
very low. 
Great Britain had but 41,- 
000 men in the field. In the war of 
1812 the United 
States had 527,000 
men, but in only one battle, that of 
New Orleans, did more than 5,000 par- 
ticipate. 


The same thing was true in the war 
with Mexico, and it is .said that had 
I^incoln had 50,000 trained men at the 
time the civil war broke out he could 
have quickly crushed the rebellion. 
The north had all told 2,000,000 men, 
but never more than 650,000 of them 
were under arms at one time. 


Conscription, which is to be consid- 
ered as entirely different from draft- 
ing, is the only logical way to recruit 
to war strength, according to the cap- 
tain.

Bnyer ami Councilman 'Gene Smith 
won the admiration of their fellows In 
tho glowing tributes they paid to tho 
Stars and Stripes, at tho opening of 
tho council gathering, which met as 


committee of tho whole, Tuesday 


evening. loiter on thews two men en- 
gaged to the consternation of their 
brothers by wugmg a h-jated word 
skirmish, which brought halt a dozen 
couiieilmen to their feet to interpose 
objections. 
President Bayer opened tho com- 


mittee setwion by a brief address on 
"The 
Meaning of the Flag." Ho 


said that It stands for liberty and 
against oppression and for democracy 
as opposed to autocracy. 


Councilman Smith was called upon 


to deliver a talk on "Old Glory." Smith 
was a civil war veteran. 
His voice 


broke and tears sprang to his oyes at 
the point where he spoko of tho effort 
tho union soldiers made in '61 to keep 
the flag stainless. 


"We were young boys then," said 


Smith and his voice died away in pa- 
thetic silence. "We never let the old 
nag touch the dust. May tho young 
lads who bear that beloved standard 
into this world conflict bring it back 
to us with added glory to its holy 
name." 
Council members were asked to rise 


and salute the large flag, which had 
been placed over tho president's plat- 
form and to join in singing "America." 
The brief ceremony was an impressive 
one. 
The council chamber had been 


literally garbed in flags. 
Small en- 


signs hung from the chandeliers and 
two large banners were across tho 
desks of the secretary and the police 
captain.

A Bed-Rock Fact for Everybody. 


Underlying the great national movement for greater food produc- 


tion is one bed-rock fact that everybody should understand and ap- 
preciate. 


The production of more food will be no hardship. It will not add 


to, but on the contrary will lighten, the burden that weighs against 
every pockethook. It will cost nobody anything. It will bo money in 
the pockets of all who lend their efforts to this great movement to 
strengthen tho military position of the government and the economic 
situation of the country. 


It likewise will be money in the pockets of the whole people, for 


the more food there is the lower will be the cost of living to all. Thoso 
•who do not work to produce foo dwill share in this benefit almost 
equally with those who do— the difference being merely that those 
who do work will have what they produce at the bare cost of produc- 
tion in initial expenditure and the labor applied. 


Those who do not work will be benefited greatly by the toil of 


those who devote themselves to the national cause. There are many, 
of course, who for one reason or another will be denied any opportun- 
ity to engage in food production even upon the narrowest scale. 
[Workers in many lines can render greater service to their country in 
ways that will keep them from the soil. But there are millions upon 
millions of people who can add something to the nation's store of food 
i— men and women who never have done anything of the sort because 
never before have they been brought face to face with any necessi- 
ties of the kind. 


There ought to be no slackers in this national service any more 


than there should be slackers in military service. All who can add 
something to the measures of relief against a shortage of food owe it 
to themselves just as they owe it to their country to do what they can. 
And these should keep in mind the bed-rock fact that here is a great 
opportunity for service— essentially patriotic service— that lays no 
tribute upon them. It will cost them nothing but a little time devoted 
each day to a labor that all will be much the better in every way for 
having done. 
Port Wayne offers many advantages to the people here who are 


willing to assist the movement for more food. In the city's environs 
are many acres of unused land that can be made highly productive. 
There are thousands of homes owned by the persons who occupy them 
where profitable kitchen gardens can be cultivated. The employment 
of all this ground for the growing of food can have only a good re- 
sult.

The conduct of affairs In this country 


is determined by tho majority of those 
of our people who have boon given 
tho right to vote. The majority rules, 
and If one candidate receives one more 
vnto than another he Is elected and 
tho minority must abide by the de- 
cision. So strongly is the Idea of ma- 
jority rule fixed among our people 
that tho result of an election Is ac- 
cepted peacefully unless there Is evl-| 
dcnce <>f jrross fraud. 


But how Is tbo voting populntlon de- 


termined? Who <ftv«B the privilege to 
vulo to certain people and keeps tho 
privilege from others? The privilege 
i« conferred by tho people themselves 
In tholr constitution and theoretically 
al, least tho people single out that part 
of the population which Is best fitted 
to exerdso the suffrage and confer the 
privilege upon them. 
Soroo are ex- 


cluded expressly because they are not 
deemed fit. 


1C wo could Imagine all the people 


of tho state assembled together we 
would probably find them reasoning 


Tho conditions of full suffrage In 


Indiana are these: 
1. Sex—A voter must be a male citi- 


zen or a male foreigner who has 


minor children of a man who has de- 
clared his Intentions need not after- 
wards make such a declaration to be- 
come citizens. In Indiana this declara- 
tion gives the alien the right to vote 
if he has resided In the United States 
one year and has the requirements tor 
voting required of citizens. To con- 
tinue to vote the alien need not over 
become a citizen. Afetr declaring his 
intentions he may vote forever in this 
state. 
. 
To become a citizen the alien must 


live in the United States five years and 
in the state one year and at least two 
years must have elapsed since his 
declaration of Intentions was filed. 
Citizenship is obtained upon the pre- 
sentation of a petition to a state or 
, federal court where he resides, chow- 
ing tho facts about his past history, 
when he came to this county, etc. He 
must swear that he Is not an anarchist 
or a polygamlst and that he renounces 
any foreign allegiance. 
The petition 


must be verified by two credible wit 
nesses who are citizens of the Unltort 
States and who will vouch for tho facts 
In tho petition. Single women may be 


declared his Intentions. 


2. Age—Every voter must be at least 


21 years of ago. 
8. Residence—Every voter must have 


resided In the state six months 
and In toe township sixty days 
and In the ward or precinct thir- 
ty days. Foreigners must, in ad- 
dition, have resided In the United 
States one year. 


4. Registration—Every voter must bo 


registered according to law. At 
present the law renulres him to 
register at the office of the board

Its slogan is, "Let the people 
rule."

It believes 
that a horde of middlemen and 
"handlers" under the present com- 
mercial system and business practices 
exact unjust toll on the products of 
the soil between the producer and con- 
sumer. It seeks, by government own- 
ership and control of the marketing 
machinery, to assure more returns to 
those who actually produce the food- 
stuffs, and at the same time to make

of march are an almost insurmount- 


Ie <-heck, as the United States puni- 


tive force recently demonstrated. 


Rumors have, however, persisted here 


and elsewhere that Germans in consider- 
able number have recently crossed into 
Mexico, ami that they linve endeavored 
tu ini-itc 
Mexican guerillas 
to border 


harassment*. Many uf them are reported 
to be Teuton reservists. 


Definite proof is lacking as far as is 


here known, though both Caranza and 
Villa troops begun dlging nearer the 
border from the day President Wilson 
signed the war resolution. 


Records of the army intelligence serv- 


ice and immigration authorities show 
that less than 100 Germans have crossed 
into Mexico from the United States since 
early in February, and that almost half 
of these have subsequently returned. 


This small exodus is here accounted for 


on the ground that Mexico is the only 
adjacent country to which Germans, per- 
haps fearing internment, can go, since 
Canada is naturally barred to them. 


Jt is, of course, possible that many 


Germans may linve crossed into Mexico 
without the knowledge of American au- 
thorities, and precautions along the bor- 


tile incursions from the other side. 


One of the chief points of concern is j 


the protection of the Imperial valley; 
irrigation canal which carries water from 
the Colorado river to one of the richest 
agricultural regions in southern Califor- 
nia. 
At one point the canal crosses into 


Mexican territory for a number of miles 
and is completely at the disposition of 
an enemv. 
Fifty thousand settlers and property 


valued at close to $37,000,000 depend 
upon an unbroken water supply from 
the Colorado river by this acqueduct. 


Along the border are aleo tho towns 


of San Diego, El Centro, Calexico, Yum*, 
Douglas, El Paso, Del Rio, Eagle Pass, 
Laredo, Rio Grande, Brownsville and a 
number of villages. 


A sufficient patrol of United States sol- 


diers, in the army's estimation, is being 
maintained along the border to afford 
protection. 
In addition the famous 


Texas Rangers, a state organization of 
the finest fighting men and horsemen in 
the country, are always held in readiness 
to protect the Texas border.
